Holley showed the commis- 
Sion a letter he had written to 
Attorney General Bill Baxley, 
but according to Holley, ‘Bax- 
ley didn’t want to get involved,”

“TI am all for door-to-door 
garbage pickup,’’ stated Clark, 
“but I am not financially able 
to support it. Is there any 
way you (the commission) can 
make everyone participate or 
else make it free toeveryone?”’ 
“When the new system goes 
into effect, more and more 
people will dump their gar- 


bage on side roads,” warned the laadfill. 


Mr, Clark, ‘‘and pretty soon 
our roads will look like gar- 
bage dumps,”’ 

The commission told Mr, 
Clark it could not force any- 
one to use the door-to-door 
method, and assured him that 
the Health Department and the 
sheriff would prosecute the 
residents that violated the 
law. 


Mr. B. K, Wise told the 
commission he would like a 
ditch cleared along a dirt road 
leading to his house, Wise 
said the growth breeds _ in- 
sects, and provides a barrier 
between his home and part of 
his land. Mr, Wise stated he 
had had hogs and feed stolen 
because of the high brush, The 
commission instructed En- 
gineer Leslie Mullins to ex- 
amine the problem and do what 
work is needed, 


The commissioners agreed 
for County Attorney Braxton 
Rowe to draw up legal docu- 
ments turning over all personal 
property (desks, charis, etc.) 
at the old Driving Academy 
over to the City of Enterprise. 
The commission had earlier 
voted to return the real estate 
covered by the academy to the 
city, The commission voiced 
the opinion that maybe now it 
will be free of all commit- 
ments concerning the academy. 
Current plans are for the 
buildings to be used by the 
Alabama Police Chiefs Asso- 
ciation for use as a driving 
School, 


In other action, the com- 
mission voted unanimously to 
set an identical millage for 
property tax in 1978 as was 
used in the past, It calls for 
a total of 11-1/2 mills, divided 
as follows: 5 for general fund, 
2-1/2 for road and bridge 
fund, and 4 for schools, 


County Engineer Leslie 
Mullins spoke to the commis- 


Sion about several items, in-. 


cluding the new garbage sys- 
tem. Mullins proposed as an 
alternative method to collecting 
base fees for garbage pick- 
up, a system where money 
would be made through the 
sale of special bags. 

“We can sel the bags to 
the customers for 60¢ each,” 
said Muilins, ‘and collect only 
the designated garbage bags.” 

The bags will be stamped 
for identification and will be 
made with a dog repellant che- 
mical, The bags will be sold 
at various points throughout 
the county, 

The commission agreed to 
purchase 50,000 bags andinvite 
bids for ‘heir purchase. 

(The commission originally 
Proposed a flat rate of $3.50 
per month per household be 
charged, but changed because 
the new method will not require 
a person to collect monthly 
fees door-to-door). 

In a related matter, the 
commission agreed to impose 


a set fee for dumping trash at 
The fees are 40¢ 
per baz; $4 per pickup load, 
d $11 for a large  truck- 
foath No charge is made for 
the dumping of dead animals. 

Engineer Mullins suggested 
the county let a contract for 
grading and substructure work 
on a new bridge to replace 
Cole’s Bridge at Snellgrove’s 
Mill. 

“We have $122,000 in Fed- 
eral funds,”’ said Mullins, ‘‘and 
I’@ like to see us go ahead and 
do’ this work now, Maybe later 
when more money is allocated, 
we can finish the bridge,’”’ 

The total cost of a new 
bridge is $550,000, and Mul- 
lins stated “‘It will take a year 
to do the work I’ve mentioned, 
and maybe by then we’ll have 


more funds!’ 

The commission delayed ac- 
tion until it could meet with 
the State Highway Department 
in an effort to get additional 
funding

PLANTING INTENTIONS 

The prices of crops that 
we produce in Coffee County 
are affected by what large areas 
in the nation plant. For ex- 
ample, the USDA prospective 
planting report released this 
past week shows that there 
will be less cotton and corn 
planted but quite a few more 
soybeans. National corn 
acreage will be about 79 mil- 


lion acres this year, com- 
pared with 81 million acres 
in 1977, With an expected 
carryover of one million bush- 
els from the 1977 crop, the 
2 million-acre reduction will 
do little to help corn prices 
for the 1978 crop, 

Soybean acrege in 1978 is 
expected to be about 63 mil- 
lion acres, This is up about 
5 million acres from 1977, 
If we have a carryover of 
250 million bushels from the 
1977 crop, we will likely go 
in the 1978-79 marketing year 
with a record supply,

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HOME SITE SELECTION 
Recent rains have again 
caused many homeowners prob- 
lems with drainage water. Many 
of these problems could have 


been avoided if the proper 
steps had been taken before 
building the home, The nat- 
ural course of drainage water 
is greatly affected by the 
amount of construction and dis- 
turbance of the soil by black- 
top, concrete or the like, Pro- 
per drainage ways to carry off 
this excess water to a safe 
disposal area should be in- 
cluded in the plans fer — the 
construction of the house or 
commercial building. 

Because building a house 
today is a large investment, 
prospective buyers should pro- 
tect their initial investment by 
following certain steps, First, 
he should insist that the con- 
tractor survey the entire lot 
for a proper and safe water 
disposal system, Although this 
is probably most important for 
low-lying level areas, lots 
located on the uplands should 
also be surveyed for proper 
drainage ways to insure against 
run-off water eroding the soil 
away from building foundations. 

Second, he should consult 
with local representatives of 
the Soil Conservation Service 
to see if there are any unsus- 
pected soil hazards that could 
cause problems, Soil survey 
maps show areas that are flood- 
prone, have seasonal high water 
tables and those that are sub- 
ject to erosion and foundation 
slippage. Unless the buyer 
has a chance to see the lot 
during a rainy period, many 
drainage problems go by un- 
suspected until it is too late. 

The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice has several pahmphlets 
published especialiy for home- 
buyers, builders and develop- 
ers to help make them aware 
of potential problems, These 
pamphlets,entitled ‘Soil Sur- 
veys Can Help You” are avail- 
able upon request at your 
local SCS office. Some prop- 
erty owners call the SCS for 
assistance with site information 
selection and drainage evalua- 
tions before building a house 
or commercial enterprise. 
Some owners wait until the 
problem becomes severe, then

Kinston Council 


Attacks Dog 


The Kinston City Council 
met on Tuesday night, Febru- 
ary 21, at City Hall, and voted 
unanimously to adopt an ord- 
inance containing strict regu- 
lations to be enforced in an 
effort to rid the town of roam- 
ing animals and fowl, : 

The ordinance states “No 
person owning or having in 
his custody animals or fowl 
shall permit same to go at 
large to the injury or annoy- 
ance of others. Nor shall such 
animals or fowl be permitted 
at large upon the streets or 
other public ways of the town; 
such action is declared to be 
a nuisance and dangerous’ to 
public health,” 

In an attempt to clarify the 
wording of the ordinance, the 
council defined ‘‘animal’’ as all 
types of animals both domesti- 
cated and wild, both male and 
female. This also includes 
swine type auimals, ‘“Fowl’’ 
was defined as any and ail 
fowl, both domesticated and 
wild, male and female, The 
term ‘“‘at large’ shall mean 
off the premises of the owner 
or custodian of the animal or 
fowl and not under the imme- 
diate control of the owner or 
custodian, 

The animal or fawl owners 
must also keep their premises 
clean, according to the ordi- 
nance, ‘Such premises where 
animals and/or fowl are per- 
mitted shall at all times be 
kept in a sanitary condition 
acceptable to the County Health 
officer of Coffee County, for 
the protection of public health, 
Every house, stable, shed or 
barn where animals and/or 
fowls are kept shall be dry and 
well drained with no  fly- 
breeding or rat-harborage pre- 
sent,”” 

The police department will 
act as the enforcing agency of 
the ordinance, and upon re- 
quest, will pick up the animal 
or fowl in violation of the law. 
The police will attempt to ob- 
tain the name of the owner of 
the animal or fowl, and if the 
owner is found, the police will 
serve a warrant to the owner 
for letting the animai or fowl 
go at large. 

If the owner of the animal 
or fowl] cannot be located, the 
police will take the animal to 
the nearest humane shelter, 
If the animal is not claimed 


Problem 
within 24 hours, it will be 
destroyed, 


The ordinance further st- 
ates: ‘‘Any violation of this 
ordinance shall be deemed by 
the town of Kinston, Alabama, 
as a misdemeanor, and shall 
be punishable by a fine of not 
less than $25 nor more than 
$100, or not more than thirty 
(30) days in the City Jail, or 
both. Each day of any such 
violation of this ordinance sh- 
all be deemed a separate and 
punishable offense,’’ 

The ordinance went into ef- 
fect immediately upon its adop- 
tion and publication as required 
by law, 


In other action, Mayor 
Hunko informed the council he 
was writing a letter to the 
city’s insurance company in an 
effort to get a lower rate on 
insurance for the water sys- 
tem. Hunko stated that since 
the water system had been 
improved, the insurance rates 
should go down, 


In other action at Tuesday’s 
meeting, the Council: 
***bostponed action on a pay 
raise for Water Superintend- 
ent Howard Smith until the 
next meeting; 

*** Aoreed to let the Science 
Club use the city’s tables for 
a science fair at school; 
*"Decided since the Twin 
City Speedway was located out- 
side the city limits, the city 
would not be responsible for 
furnishing garbage pickup (a 
possible fee for pickup will be 
discussed at the next meeting); 
***Reported that when weather 
permits, the street department 
will patch potholes in the 
streets; 

***Heard Fire Chief Bill 
Mullins thank the city for pur- 
chasing a new beacon-light for 
the truck. Mullins reported 
the State Fire Marshall would 
help rid the city of possible 
fire traps, 

The next meeting will be 
held on Tuesday night,March 
7,at 7 p.m,

The Elba City Council took 
a giant step Tuesday night by 
voting unanimously to accept 
the recommendations of Mayor 
Robert Folsom and purchase 
the Elba Exchange Bank build- 
ing. Bank officials were at 
the meeting and offered the 
building to the council for 
$175,000 and said the bank 
would finance the purchase at 
7% interest, The fourteen- 
year-old building will be avail- 
able in about eighteen months 
when the bank completes con- 
Struction of new facilities, No 
announcement was made on the 
exact location of these new 
facilities, 

Folsom noted that by making 
a $20,000 down payment, the 
monthly amount would be 
$18,000, Ifthe building is 
used by the city as a city hall, 
and the water and electric board 
Shares the building, both can 
share the monthly payment, 
Folsom said, He suggested a 
$1,000 a month rent from the 
W & & to be combined with 
$800 of general fund money 
from an old bond issue that 
year, 


Water and Electric chair- 
man Charles Hayes was pre- 
sent and pointed out to the 
council that the mayor and two

councilmen were on the board 
and therefore the council con- 
troled any action of the utility 
board, and if they wanted any- 
thing the board had, all they 
had to do was just vote to 
transfer it to the city. He 
added that the request for the 
$1000 was not unreasonable as 
the utility had given the city 
over $20,000 in cash last year 
in addition to $41,000 in util- 
ities. 

A length discussion devel- 
oped over how much money the 
utility should transfer to the 
city each year, Councilman 
Dud English strongly urged the 
utility give at least $3000 a 
month (3% of gross) and that 


this be put in writing. Others: 


noted that the utility rates couta 
be increased to create any 
amount the council wanted, 
again due to the council’s being 
in the majority on the board; 
however, many Elba customers 
could change over to Covington 
Electric if the rates got too 
high. 

The council voted their in- 
tent to purchase the building 
after the members of the 
council serving on the utility 
board said they would formal- 
ly agree at their next meeting 
to lease part of the building 
from the city.

The council 
had postponed filling the post 
for several weeks in hopes 
she would consent to accept- 
ing. Mr. Brunson had served 
only a small part of the cur- 
rent five-year term after being 
reappointed in 1977, The coun- 
cil noted this was both in rec- 
ognition of the outstanding 
service her husband had per- 
formed for the hospital and 
nursing home, and also ack- 
nowledging her wisdom and 
ability to help the Board as 
the hospital and nursing home 
suffer growing pains, 


Mrs, Linda Boyce reported 
to the council about the library 
project committee, to which 
the Council had appointed her 
to serve. Mrs. Boyce noted 
that the purchase of the bank 
building could possibly serve 
as a library, and she would 
check on the possibility of 
using it as a combined school- 
city library. 

Mrs, Boyce reported that 
the committee she had work- 
ing with her had met once and 
was to meet again this week. 
Several buildings are being 
looked at as possible new 
library sites, she noted, but 
no decisions have been 
reached. Until something con- 
crete is arrived at, Mrs, Boyce 
has not started actively sol- 
iciting donations, 


No action was taken on in- 
creasing the garbage fee be- 
cause it was not clear to the 
city council what or when the 
county commission was going 
to charge. 


The dog problem was again 
discussed, but no action was 
taken. A representative of a 
linen company discussed uni- 
forms for the city employees, 
but it was tabled for further 
study after City Clerk Jack 
Prescott noed it would cost 
$300 a week to furnish all 
employees with uniforms, 


Recreation Director Bo 
Dunaway reported on the rec- 
reation program and the needs 
for the summer season, Only 
one set of ball uniforms is 
needed this year along with 
balls, bats and other related 
equipment, The council pointed 
out that the budget called for 
some expenditure for recrea- 
tion equipment, and for him to 
get with the city clerk on 
getting the best prices. 

Dunaway reported that the 
cost of men’s softball league 
would have to be $105 a team 
just to break even. Women 
Softball will cost $25. The 
lower cost is due to using 
unpaid umpires for the wom- 
en’s league, He also asked 
for permission to set up a 
girls softhall league. 


Ronnie Young reported to 
the council on the Little Lea- 
gue basketball and that about 
35 boys were involved on four 
teams, He asked the city for 
$50 to buy trophies at the end 
of the season.

The Elba Water and Elec-~ 
tric Board met ‘Tuesday at 
5:30 with all members but 
Mayor Robert Folsom present, 
Chairman Charles Hayes told 
the board members of the 
monthly results in collecting 
utility bills, $503.98 was the 
total of bills over 30 days old 
but still considered collect- 
ible. $1,215.52 was in active 
accounts with one thousand in 
deposits to apply against these 
and $451.03 due on meters pul- 
led for non-payment. This 
was out of a total billing of 
over a hundred and eleven th- 
ousand dollars, 

A report of the annual audit 
was presented to the board by 
Bill Carr, who performed the 
audit, Carr reported that the 
utility board was in a strong 
financial condition and would 
sell for a fancy price if sold 
to @ publicly owned power 
company, 

Carr noted that the sale of 
electricity lost $55,000 but was 
overcome by other income; 
however, he recommended that 
the profit of $22,000 realized 
by the board be increased be- 
cause this wasn’t enough float 
to cover storm damage, floods, 
etc., especially when the total 
revenue was near 1-1/2 mil- 
lion dollars, 

The annual audit revealed 
the use of $41,134.09 worth of 
electricity by city offices and 
transfer of $24,555.88 in cash 
to the city.
